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MISSIONS FOR THIS ASSEMBLY 
YEAR 


The Church of God maintains mis- 
sionaries and missions in 40 countries, 
with 20 more missionaries going out 
soon. The reports from the field for 
the first four months of this year 
show an increase in every department, 
without an exception. 

The budget approved by the Su- 
preme Council for this year is 
$386,255.31, and with the $20,000.00 
most likely to be sent in as “special 
designations,” which incidentally go 
one hundred cents on the dollar as 
you request it, will make our foreign 
mission expenditures for this year 
over $406,000.00. This amount will be 
some $70,000.00 more than last year, 
but for the past few years we’ve been 
gaining in our reserve so that with 
the substantial increase in finances 
we felt we could afford to do con- 
siderably more for missions. We must 
do more. You see, if we don’t give as 
much as last year, we virtually vote 
to bring home some of our mission- 
aries. If we give only as much as last 
year, we vote against expansion and 
say, “Hold the fort.” But remember, 
nowhere did our Lord say hold the 
fort. His orders are marching orders, 
“go” take a fort; therefore, in order 
to be true to the command of our 
Lord and Master, we must “go for- 
ward,” doing more than at any time 
in the past. 

Frankly, dear ones, when we com- 
pare what we do for missions with 
what we could do in the light of the 
financial strength of the Church, we 
feel we are doing such a little, even 
though it be more than at any time 
before in the history of our organiza- 
tion. 

Taking the tithes as our financial 
barometer of the Church, we can de- 
termine quite easily our ability to 
give. By multiplying the tithe of 
tithes that come to Headquarters by 
10 we find what was paid into the 
local church treasuries. Then by 
multiplying that amount by 10 
we find what our tithing members 
earned. Therefore, according to the 
records, our people earned over 
$51,000,000.00, and gave less than 
$350,000.00 to the cause of foreign mis- 
sions last year. In other words, out 


of every dollar you earned you gave 
less than one cent to missions. Yes, 
less than a penny out of every dollar, 
and that in face of the fact that 
the one thing the Lord did tell us to 
do was to “go ye into all the world”; 
“go ye therefore and teach”! Instead, 
we busy ourselves in doing a hundred 
and one things He did not command 
us to do, and leave undone the one Qe 
important Commission.

women to go through what they face 
for many times the amount they re- 
ceive. Only love can cause them to 
be real missionaries. Inasmuch as al- 
most all the governments in the vari- 
ous countries forbid missionaries to 
live from monies derived from their 
country, the missionary must have 
help from some source, and just be- 
cause they have obeyed the command 
and have gone, is that any reason 
why one should penalize them by let- 
ting them have barely enough on 
which to live? They each receive far 
less than those of like rank at home, 
and that many times under adverse 
circumstances. The Lord knows that 
they should have the margin instead 
of’us who stay at home, and I believe 
he Lord is keeping a record of all 
this. He is putting it down in the 
right column in His big book, and 
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some day we shall see their rewards. 

2. The missionaries’ travel, office 
and secretary help represents about 
11.6% of the budget; but, when you 
consider the terrible roads, some 
times no roads, only creek bottoms, 
they are forced to travel, you can 
understand how good tires burst out 
shortly; and repairs and replace- 
ments done by high-priced, inex- 
perienced mechanics run the figures 
high. The car license in some of the 
countries runs up to $90 a year; gas- 
oline is very high, and that with low 
octane. Some of these little countries 
think all Americans are rich, includ- 
ing the missionaries, so they charge 
for everything possible. 

3. Let us notice the workers’ allot- 
ments, which represent about 11% of 
the budget. This amount goes to the 
national ministers, teachers, and 








workers. It is impossible to pay these 
faithful workers what they are worth, 
for they can do so much more by far 
than the foreign missionary. In every 
field, however, we are endeavoring to 
teach the churches and missions that 
it is their responsibility to support 
their own leaders. We are delighted 
with the progress that has been made 
in the past few years. Some of the 
earlier missionaries went out and 
told the nationals, “We don’t want 
your money. We want only your Souls.” 
Now, when we emphasize the Bible 
truths concerning the supporting of 
their own ministers, we find them 
quite entrenched in the idea that if 
they preach, we must pay. But more 
and more we are able to convince 
them that with a system of the local 
groups supporting their own minister, 
if and when our missionaries are 
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forced to leave them, as we have had 
to do in some countries already, they 
can carry on, regardless. Of course, 
you understand with all America’s 
billions we could never lift their 
living standards to ours. They were 
living before they received the gospel 
and should be able to live better now; 
however, there are some exceptions, 
for some lose their jobs when they be- 
come Christians and some are severely 
persecuted and even killed. But some- 
how the Lord helps them to stand 
true, and we must help them to learn 
how to meet these last day problems. 

4. Missionaries’ preparation: both 
the outgoing and the incoming mis- 
sionaries take several thousands of 
dollars more than these figures show, 
but since it has been convenient to 
charge much of these expenses to 
the respective countries to which the 
missionaries were scheduled to go, the 
actual cost is not all included here. 


5. The equipment, shipping cost, 
customs, etc., will, no doubt, cost the 
full $12,500 as shown in the budget. 


6. Purchases on the field represent 
the buildings at headquarters in the 
various fields to carry on our work. 
Also, the $40,010 shown here is to 
assist local churches in purchasing 
buildings of worship. Many times we 
give money for the lot where it seems 
they can’t get started otherwise, and 
for others we pay for only the roofing 
material. Sometimes we match dol- 
lars with them. We give them one 
dollar for every one they raise, but in 
some cases we send two for one—three 
for one and even four for one dollar. 
This creates a challenge to them and 
we have gotten excellent results by 
this method. 

7. Rents: sometimes it is cheaper to 
rent than to buy or build. In that 
event, we rent. As for the local church 
rents, we only assist them until ar- 
rangements can be made to buy or 
build. 

8. To the churches on the field: 
many times the congregations feel if 
they can only secure a loan for awhile, 
they can get their building up and 
then repay the money. We have had 
some -very fine results by this method; 
some meet their payments just as 
promptly as any could in the States. 
This gives them good rating, builds 
their prestige, and God blesses them 
for their efforts. 

Space will not permit comment on 
the entire program, but naturally 
there is the cost of operating the 
office, the purchase of office equip- 
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ment, and the new teletype machine, 
bought this year to speed up produc- 
tion, cost over $2,300. The cost of 
printing, also, is a large item; how- 
ever, the most of this goes directly 
to the field. Since every department 
of the Church bears its respective re- 
sponsibilities, the Missions Depart- 
ment, consequently, bears its un- 
avoidable expense of operation; but 
these figures are less than 9% of all 
the monies received for missions. 
Please let us all pray every day for 
missions and our missionaries, and do 
what we can to carry on a great mis- 
sion program acceptable unto God. 


SECOND GREATEST MISSION 
FIELD IN THE WORK—AFRICA 

Today Africa is known to be the sec- 
ond greatest open door for missions in 
the world of our day. Here is our 
chance to reach into the wilds and 
help these poor unfortunate peoples 
to know our Christ and His power to 
save. Just think, in two months 96 
were saved and 77 baptized! I know 
you will rejoice to know that the 
Mission Board has purchased a new 
station wagon for Brother DuPlooy in 
replacement of the old 1937 model 
that has seen its best days over the 
rugged terrain, many thousands of 
such miles traveled over what you 
would not call a road at all. Brother 
Chesser and I were privileged to visit 
the outpost schools of Levubye and 
Matiba. Shibanda has been opened 
since we left. I want to say the mis- 
sion work at these outposts is plenty 
exciting, dangerous, challenging, and 
thrilling. Yes, Brother DuPlooy carries 
two rifles with him on the front seat 
of his car, the big high-powered rifle 
for protection and the killing of big 
game and the smaller rifle for the 
small animals. In going through the 
high grass, they have a steel attach- 
ment on the front of the car extend- 
ing several feet to bend down the 
grass. 

Just recently Brother DuPlooy wrote 
that he had to stop and get out and 
whip over a dozen tsetse flies from 
the car. Even if you did not get the 
sleeping sickness disease once out of 
a thousand bites, you could be bitten 
by the thousandth fly. But dear one, 
someone must go to these people with 
the gospel. Yes, there will be some 
missionaries going to the ends of the 
earth. Will it be you? The fields are 
white unto harvest. Pray ye, there- 
fore, the Lord of the harvest that He 
will send forth laborers into His har- 
vest. 











SOUTH AFRICA 
REV. J. H. SAAYMAN WRITES: 

“We will soon be able to give you a 
full report on all the work in the 
Northern territories. I wish you could 
have been with us in Matabeland, 
where we have over 300 members at 
the same church. At evening time 
they came singing from all directions 
out of the bushes. My, it was like 
angelic choruses resounding through 
the dense bushes. I am sure you 
would have thoroughly enjoyed this.” 

He writes further: “Some time ago 
I returned from the Cape Province, 
where I had a most blessed fellowship 
with the pastors. Approximately 150 
were saved, many backsliders re- 
claimed, and most outstanding heal- 
ings took place. Praise the Lord! One 
deaf and dumb child received her 
hearing and speech; blind eyes were 
opened; cripples walked, one boy with 
club feet. When I took his feet in my 
hands, the Lord straightened them 
out. One old brother who held a bond 
of 1,300 pounds over the church build- 
ing at Upington, was so blessed that 
he came to me and surrendered the 
bond he held and wrote the amount 
off—1,300 pounds! The wounded Ilion 
tried his level best to split the church. 
He told us that as Samson of old he 
would pull the pillars of the church 
down, but up until now not one single 
pastor has left us.”

Work at Mannam Kandom. This is 
a new station recently started by some 
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of our brethren who left their own 
place at Piravom and started a colony 
of their own in this hilly part. This 
place is 125 miles from our head- 
quarters and in the mountain regions. 
Even though it is a mountainous re- 
gion, the place where our brethren 
live is in the valley. It is a marshy 
place and also malarious. They now 
assemble in a small hut made of 
bamboo and palmyra leaves. Though 
it is very inconvenient for the breth- 
ren to assemble in, yet it is a paradise 
where they enjoy the blessings of the 
Spirit. 

Brother French and I were invited 
there for some special meetings, and 
we gladly agreed, as it was a new 
station. We left our car on the road- 
side and walked two miles up and 
down the hill, and reached the spot 
where our dear brethren were wait- 
ing for us very anxiously. It was the 
first time a white man ever went to 
that place, and hence it attracted 
many people. Our visit has really 
stirred the place, and our dear breth- 
ren are very much encouraged. Now 


they are having everyday meetings, 
and most of them are tarrying meet- 
ings. Very recently Brother E. V. 
Joseph, pastor of the Peermade 
Church, another hilly station, where 
we have a big church, was invited 
there for some special meetings. In 
his report. he says that his few days 
with those brethren was a life of 
heaven on earth. As a result of his 
ministry the Lord saved 16 souls, of 
which four received baptism in water. 
He also states in his letter that this 
is a very promising field, and since 
our doctrines are new to the people, 
they are very anxious to hear the 
Word of God. Tarrying meetings are 
going on. Those hilly regions re- 
echoed with the harmonious sound 
produced by those poor believers who 
are really enjoying the Spirit. Please 
pray so that this revival will continue 
and all those regions be illuminated 
by the blazing fire that is lighted at 
the foot of these hills.

perintendent, Brother F. J. Schutte, 
non-European Department, Pastor 
Koen (ministering to the Europeans), 
for their services, and Brother Jou- 
bert, who was responsible for the 
erection of the church. The non-Euro- 
pean workers, Elias and Amos, and all 
those who ministered to the spiritual 
needs and assisted in the completion 
of the church, were also heartily 
thanked by the Moderator. 

After a word of prayer by the Secre- 
tary, the Moderator inserted the key 
of the church door and unlocked it in 
the name of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. The non-Europeans filed into 
the church with joyful singing and 
praises unto God. The church has a 
seating capacity of approximately 100, 
but it was packed to its utmost limits, 
several people outside being unable to 
gain access. The attendance was most 
encouraging. 

The Moderator, after welcoming the 
mayor and mayoress and all those 
present, took for his text 1 Chron. 
22:19, “Set Your Heart and Soul to 
Seek God.” He stressed the necessity 
of seeking the Lord first before we 
can build a sanctuary in His name.

to thank me for the news and wish 
that I send you their greetings. Then 
I told them that you had said Broth- 
er and Sister Mooneyham were com- 
ing and that you are doing everything 
possible for them to get on their way 
to Portugal soon. I added that it was 
surely good news for me but they, 
perhaps, were not glad to hear that. 
Again they beamed all over their 
faces, a big smile, as they again arose 
to their feet, of their own accord, say- 
ing unanimously that they were glad, 
too! 

“We have a house full at nearly 
every service, and if Brother Mooney- 
ham does not get here soon to he!p 
decide about another building for the 
services, and help get it up, I don’t 
know where we shall put the people 
who come for the services. On Sun- 
days there are always quite a number 
that come from quite a distance for 
the morning services. There is one 
young man who comes some 12 or 14 
miles afoot and then returns home 
in the afternoon by foot. There is, 
also, an elderly man, a native who 
comes from Gabela and is a Chris- 
tian. Gabela is about 50 miles inland. 

“We have so many boys coming in- 
to the school, and I do not know 
where to put them all. Their fathers 
come, and, in some cases, their moth- 
ers come, also, and plead with us to 
take them into the school. One might 
think it not worth while, but many of 
them have been saved, and it is the 
means of reaching the parents. The 
other day three men came with four 
boys for the school. We asked the men 
if they would not stay over so they 
could attend the gospel service in the 
evening. One answered that he was 
afraid because he did not know what 
it was. Then two of them went off and 
returned the next day and asked 
when we would be having service. It 
seemed the students had already ex- 
plained more of what we meant by 
the gospel service, so they came in 
the morning service before leaving 
to return to their home. The parents 
help with some expenses of their 
children’s being in the school, but 
many are able to help but very little 
at all. However, each is required to 
pay a small entry fee. This we are us- 
ing to help put a new roof on the 
church, which is also the school build- 
ing. We have several girls coming to 
the school now. There are numbers

who want to come if only we had a 
place for them to sleep, for they live 
too far away from here to come back 
and forth. 

“This is a difficult situation, for, if 
we turn them down, they will soon 
lose interest. The centers, or villages, 
are anxious for us to come there for 
services, but we cannot get there, as 
it takes too long. We could not get 
back here the same day and these 
cannot be left alone. There is so much 
to be done. Brother Martins is busy 
doing his very best. He is up every 
morning at 6 a.m. with the rest of us 
and keeps busy all day. I wish you 
could see his garden. He and the 
school boys made it since you were 
here. It is down near the river, and 





he irrigates it from the river. When 
Brother and Sister Mooneyham ar- 
rive, we hope to have plenty of vege- 
tables. We are so thankful for some- 
thing green so that we do not have to 
have such a large variety. 

“While Brother Martins is attend- 
ing a convention, I am taking all of 
the services, both morning and even- 
ing, except Monday and Wednesday; 
these are conducted by one of the 
native Christians now; also, the three 
services on Sunday, while Brother 
Martins is away. I am starting a serv- 
ice for just women and girls, to help 
them on Wednesday afternoons. They 
seem to be very happy about it.” 

Do continue to pray for the work 
in Angola.

The beautiful blending 
of the voices of the Bantu as one great 
choir, singing praises to God for His 
many blessings, was very moving. 

“IT am privileged to be able to tell 
you that when your application came 
before the Barberton Town Council for 
a church site, there was not one mem- 
ber of the Council who did not say 
“yes” and give this project their great- 
est blessing. It is a very great and 
pleasant surprise to see such a fine 
building erected on the site given you 
a short while ago, and reflects great 
credit to Mr. Joubert for its comple- 
tion in such a short time. I am very 
grateful to Dr. Saayman and his col- 


leagues on the platform for their 
noble efforts and for the spiritual up- 
lift of the less fortunate people of our 
land. We wish your efforts the great- 
est success possible, and in wishing 
you this, we trust that God’s blessing 
will be that you will progress from 
strength to strength and go forward 
and lead all those who follow you to 
the throne of God, where all one day 
will have to appear, there to listen to 
our punishment for wrongs done or 
to receive our rewards for that which 
we have done right.

Great Pentecostal Union Revival 
at Hilo, Hawaii 


Dear Brother Walker: God gave us 
a wonderful meeting with Brother and 
Sister Roy E. Douglas. Souls were 
saved, bodies healed and believers 
filled with the Holy Ghost. It was 
never so seen on the “Orchid Island”! 

This island is known as the “Or- 
chid Island” because of the great 
orchid industry. Brother and Sister 
Douglas found that to be true, for 
the people showered them with orchid 
leis, orchid corsages, bouquets, and 
still more flowers, every night of the 
revival. Brother Douglas mastered the 
art of preaching with several strands 
of orchid leis quite well, I must say. 

Brother and Sister Douglas’ minis- 
try was.a great blessing to our island. 
We know that God sent. them to 
Hilo as an answer to our prayers. We 
have an evangelistic fellowship, made 
up of all the Pentecos al churches on 
this island, of which Brother Helton 
is chairman. God has so graciously 
blessed us with such sweet fellowship 
and love amongst the Christian breth- 
ren. For months all the churches have 
united in prayer and fasting for a 





city-wide soul-stirring revival. When 
Brother Douglas came to Honolulu, 
Brother Helton presented his name 
to the ministerial Fellowship, and they 
voted unanimously to have him come 
to Hilo to conduct a city-wide revival. 
| The county let us use a large gymn 
that wasn’t in use, and for one week 
before the meeting started, the Chris- 
tians gathered together at the gymn 
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and dusted, swept, scrubbed walls, 
mopped floors, and cut grass, getting 
the place ready for the meeting. 

It was advertised that there would 
be no afternoon service the first day; 
just the ministers, ushers and person- 
al workers were to meet. But when we 
arrived there was a large group al- 
ready waiting, some of them having 
come from the other side of the Is- 
land. We had a regular afternoon in- 
struction service, and cards were given 
to those who wanted to be prayed for 
that night. 

People of all nationalities began to 
gather in early that evening. Our 
hearts rejoiced as we watched the 
many Buddhists and Catholics come 
in. God hallowed the place with His 
presence. The very walls seemed to 
echo the praises of God as hundreds 
lifted their voices in unison. The pow- 
er of God was manifested in a remark- 
able way as Brother Douglas prayed 
for the sick. The people were amazed 
to hear and see the dumb speak, the 
deaf hear, the blinded eyes open, and 
the lame lay down their crutches and 
walk in the name of Jesus. There 
were some there who called them- 
selves healers. They have been preach- 
ing healing to the Hawaiian 
people by works and through witch- 
craft (kahuna). They were astounded 
to see the miracle-working power of 
God. They, too, glorified God, saying 
they had never seen it in this fashion. 
“It was quick work,” they said. One 


Christian Science man said he had to 
come and see with his own eyes. God 
healed his daughter of a fungus in- 
fection on her feet for which doctors 
haven’t been able to do anything. That 
man and his family today are serv- 
ing the Lord. People who had never 
gone to church came to the healing 
campaign. People who never knew 
what it was to pray to the Lord Jesus 
came. The Japanese Buddhists and 
the Catholics came by the hundreds. 
They made up over three fourths of 
the congregation every night. We re- 
joiced; we wept tears of joy; we 
praised God, for we knew that this 
alone was a miracle in itself. The 
Buddhists and Catholics are so hard 
to reach. Nothing has been able to 
bring them out before. But when they 
heard of the wondrous works of God, 
they came seeking healing for their 
bodies. 

It was a wonderful sight in the af- 
ternoon services to see the different 
nationalities divided into separate 
groups, after Sister Douglas brought 
the message and interpreters inter- 
preted the message and gave instruc- 
tions in their own native tongue. 
There were groups in Filipino, Jap- 
anese, Spanish, Hawaiian, and nu- 
merous other peoples who sat in the 
English group. It was sweet music to 
our ears to hear them praying and 
glorifying God. Hundreds answered 
the call for salvation, and the prayer 
rooms were filled with repentant seek- 
ers. Buddhist worshipers took off their 
Buddhist charms and gave them up. 
People vowed to God to give up their 
idols. One Japanese couple brought 
their large altar and Buddhist Bibles 
to be burned. I carried that big thing 
to the back of the yard and set a 
match to it. I had such joy doing it.

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.Today that couple are members of 
the Church of God. There were many 
miraculous healings—people healed of 
all kinds of diseases. We are still hear- 
ing testimonies of healings. One young 
lady was healed instantly. She had 
tuberculosis of the ankle. She had had 
several operations on her leg and 
was scheduled for another, but when 
the bone specialist examined her leg 
after she was prayed for, he said she 
did not need an operation; her leg 
was healed. Praise God! Brother 
Douglas prayed for one of the Assem- 
bly of God ministers’ mothers-in-law 
in Alaska, who was seriously ill with 
a mastoid infection. The couple visit- 
ed our services one week after the 
revival closed, and they said that at 
the time Brother Douglas was pray- 
ing for her mother, she was in a 
plane on her way to Seattle for an 
emergency operation, and God in- 
stantly healed her. The goodness of 
God surely is more than pen or tongue 
can tell. 


We are praising God for the uplift 
we received; all the churches were 
blessed, and new souls have been add- 
ed to their number.

Please, please remem- 
ber us here in Hilo, Pray that God will 
continue to add to our church such 
as will be saved. We are moving for- 
ward for God and trusting the Lord 
for greater things. Come over to see 
us sometime.—Rev. and Mrs. Ronnie 
Helton, Missionaries to Hawaii.

“For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places,” Eph. 6:12. 

In August a Youth for Christ team 
came down from the States and 
traveled over the Island, holding ser- 
vices in all the churches where they 
were invited. They were accompanied 
by several Haitian brethren, one of 
whom was a young man named Vin- 
cent. We were all impressed with this 
young man’s fervor in preaching the 
gospel, in denouncing Voodooism, and 
. in praying for the seekers. He seemed 
full of zeal and love for the truth. 

At our recent missionary fellow- 
ship service, when we made the prop- 
osition concerning the visitation of 
the Voodoo witch doctors, testifying 
to them personally, we found other 
kindred spirits. An American colored 
missionary, Pastor Van Putten, who 
has been here 17 years, said that for 
2 years now they have been having 
prayer meetings from 4 until 5 each 
Thursday morning, asking the Lord 
to wipe out Voodooism in Haiti. And 
then he told the story of Vincent: 

Two years ago Vincent came to him 
to be converted. But he had been one 
of Satan’s victims—a person possessed 
by spirits, and the devil himself de- 
cided to put up a real fight for him. 
For 3 nights he would come upon. Vin- 
cent and talk through him, fighting 
against the preacher. At this time 
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Vincent would not sound like himself 
and would have no control over what 
was said. The devil would tell him at 
what hours he would come, and would 
tell Vincent whether he should be at 
the church or presbytery. At that time 
Vincent would tell the pasteur, “He 
is coming.” Van Putten said he would 
talk like this, “You little preacher, 
what do you think you can do against 
me? I’m Lucifer. I own the world.” 
The preacher would say, “You didn’t 
make the world. You know at the 
name of Jesus you are lost. The world 
belongs to Him.” Then the devil would 
say, “What do you know about Jesus? 
Have you seen Him? Me, I’ve seen 
Him. I know all about Him. He gave 
me the world, and everyone must 
serve me.” Brother Van Putten would 
answer, “I have never seen Jesus in 
the flesh, but I know Him. He made 
the world. You’re a liar. You rule now, 
but Jesus is going to take over. You 
never made a thing yourself; you’re 
just a thief.” 

Sometimes after 4 or 5 hours, the 
devil would say, “Well, I’m going now, 
but I’ll be back at 2 a.m.” And then 
Vincent would come back to himself 
but be very weak. After those 3 days, 
and prayer and fasting and fighting 
against Satan, the evil spirits still 
would come upon Vincent from time 
to time, but each time weaker, until 
they finally had no more power over 
him. 

Now Vincent has consecrated him- 


self to the work of the Lord, and

I placed him over our lar- 
gest congregation, and already it has 
moved up a long way, and his people 
love him and always bring nice fruits 
and things to show their appreciation. 
The thing which has helped more 
than any other, he visits his people 
and helps them with their problems. 
You would be proud of him if you 
could see the splendid way he works 
and does. 

We are so thankful to have Bobbie. 
It takes a lot of worry off us to feel 
that she is capably handling the work. 
She has studied German day and 
night and can speak a lot already, and 
the people are surprised when she 
begins to talk with them. She has 
opened her home to all the members, 
and they are surprised that they are

welcome to always come and visit and 
take a meal with them. When the sol- 
dier boys come, they take them, and 
it is she who must cook and wait on 
them. You can’t imagine how much 
that takes off us. She preaches some, 
too, and helps in every way possible. 

But “Dink” is the one who would 
surprise you. That boy preaches as 
many as 25 or more sermons a month. 
Many nights he and Mary have to go 
to their meetings through the cold on 
bikes, but not a grumble or complaint 
do they make. He makes many visits 
and talks German, also, with the peo- 
ple. He is so good humored that every- 
one likes him, and he is so easy to get 
along with. Mary is just as faithful as 
can be, and goes along to every meet- 
ing to translate for him. They make a 
good team, and it is a big help to al- 
ways have them ready to go some 
place. He works around the house 
just as hard. That always goes along 
with everything else, and you know 
we have had to add on to our house 
to make a place for them. He has 
worked right side by side with me and 
helped us in our berry patch just as 


willingly. I tell you, I appreciate that 
boy. Mary manages the house a lot, 
and her mother depends more and 
more on her, so you know we are 
happy people. 

I want to express my sincere grati- 
tude to the Board and you for the $50 
expense money. It will take care of 
my car expenses, and what a blessing 
that will mean to us! Up to now, I 
have been bearing all the expense of 
the new field work myself, and it 
mounts up a lot. I hope we can have a 
tent soon, for our old one is four 
years old and has been patched be- 
yond recognition. But it houses the 
blessings of the Lord. We have a good 
meeting going now, with two hun- 
dred and more attending. I believe I 
can get a church in that place. And 
we just closed out in another town, 
but left a nice congregation that has 
services. We are teaching and preach- 
ing tithing and giving. You have to 
work those things slowly, for these 
people want scripture and something 
concrete for everything preached. You 
have to go carefully, but we are laying 
solid foundations here that can be 
built on. I do praise God for His 
goodness to me.

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your very inspiring address, and I 
would be failing in my duty if I. were 
not to acknowledge that I think the 
Full Gospel Church of God is indeed 
very fortunate to have a man such as 
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you to lead them.” 

BROTHER SCHUTTE, SUPERIN- 
TENDENT: “I am very thankful for 
the words expressed by the mayor and 
the Moderator, but above all, I am 
most thankful for the faithfulness 
and grace of God. All honor and glory 
be ascribed to His name! It is a great 
privilege for me to work among the 
Bantu for the reason that God also 
saves and baptizes them in His Holy 
Spirit. We are here to educate the 
Bantu in the Word of God so that they 
can carry the gospel to their own peo- 
ple. In the past year, 360 have been 
baptized. God does a work which man 
cannot do.” 

Brother Schutte related that as far 
back as 1931, Brother Joubert, the 
builder of this church, had no time 
for the Bantu and would assault them 
for the slightest provocation; but God 
had so changed his life that he and 
his wife are now preaching the gospel 
to the Bantu in Barberton and in areas 
100 miles from Barberton. In addition, 
Brother Joubert is supporting two 
non-European brethren who are la- 
boring with him in the Master’s vine- 
yard. He stated that God had blessed 
them beyond their expectation. 

After other panegyrics had been de- 
livered, the continuation of the serv- 
ice was handed over to the non-Eur- 
opean brethren, as the Moderator was 
booked for other services in the after- 
noon and in the evening.

Outside the church there 
was a long queue of sick Bantu wait- 
ing to be prayed for, many whom we 
believe God graciously touched. 

One native worker had cycled 120 
miles to attend the opening ceremony 
of the church. In the afternoon and 
evening, the Moderator ministered to 
the Europeans in the Barberton Town 
Hall, under the chairmanship of 
Brother Koren, the Lord placing His 
seal on the services with signs follow- 
ing. 

Brother Joubert related an incident 
to me which bears repeating. He stat- 
ed that one day, he and his native 
evangelist set out to go and minister 
to some natives. The evangelist said 
he felt that the Spirit of the Lord 
was directing them to take a certain 
road. Brother Joubert agreed to this 
leading, and the two set out accord- 
ingly. After they had travelled a while 
they saw a number of natives who 
had gathered under a large tree for 
a beer drink. They spoke to the na- 
tives and asked them whether they 
would like to hear some. good news 


before commencing to drink. The 


natives replied in the affirmative. 
Brother Joubert and the evangelist 
then gave them the good news of 
Jesus and His saving power. They 
prayed for a young lad, who had 
a physical deformity, and in answer 
to prayer God miraculously and in- 
stantaneously healed the lad. Glory 
be to His wonderful name! There was 
great rejoicing, and, needless to say, 
the beer-drinking party was turned 
into a thanksgiving party. Dear read- 
er, God is good, and we worship Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghost and magni- 
fy the name of Jesus for the marve- 
lous blessings He has bestowed upon 
us, His unworthy but redeemed creat- 
ures. Praise His wonderful name! 
Thank you for your past prayers and 
support. Please continue to pray, and, 
remember, if Jesus tarries, the future, 
which is in His hands, holds much in 
store for us. Blessed be His Holy name! 
9:15 p.m. 

BROTHER MODERATOR: “We 
won’t push as hard as we did this 
morning, Packard ’51. You don’t mind 
taking an extra passenger, Brother 
Schutte, Jr., do you?”

BROTHER MODERATOR: “All 
right, I’ll take it slowly. You have at 
least got Brother Secretary and Broth- 
er Schutte on your side.” 

After two hours of concentrated 
driving through the mist, we were 
able to relax a bit.
